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OUR CIVIL SERVIURE.

WEAVY ONSLAUGHT UPON THE SYSTEM OF POLITI-
OAL OFFICE-HOLDING—LECTURE BY GEORGE
WILLIAM OURTIS,

A leoture was delivered on Tuosday evening
im the hall of the Young Men's Ohristian
Assoeintion, in New York eity, by Mr, Gaorge
W. Curtis, on ““Our Nationa! Folly—the " vil
Bervice,” After a few introductory remacks
the lecturer said that at present offices were
g‘ven away at the solicitution of Senators and

presentatives, whose dirty work had been
done by the eandidates whom they thus bene-
fitted. The knowledge and fitness of officers
for their offices were wholly disregarded.

All that was locked for was fierce

and unquestionable partisan  zeal. He

did not wish to exaggerate the danger

of this to the State; but the springing of

the leak was the beginning of the end of the
ship. We now violate the first principles of
administrative economy. Not ounly were

Btates defended by arms and money —uational

honesty was the greatest resonrce of a people

in time of peril. 1f it were true that under free
inatitution, the dominant party must always
find places for its retainers,then it was certain
republican institutions wera doomed becanse
they were more wasteful and oppressive than
auy others, This theory of political office-
holding was not believed in by the men who
framed onr political system. Mr, Curlis guoted
several passages from the letters and spesches
of George Washington upon this subject, in
which he advised that offices should be given
only to gentlemen who were capable and
honest, and that these shounld hold their
places during good behavior, President

on sccount of their political opinions. Dar-
ing the first forty years of our independence
there were only seventy-three removals of
public officers for cause, while under Jackson
alone thousands of office-holders had been ra-
moved. Under our system of the spoils
being grasped by the victor, the country was
always the viclim. President Graut a year
nﬁ:) ad declared that he would not remove
officers for wholly political reasons, but had
sinee found it impossible to brave the hos-
tility of tbis system. This system pushed
the best men out of office, and honor
and ability with them: and unless it were
changed we should ultimately come to the
present state of the I'rench people—a state
of moral disintegration, Every four years
the country presented the most revolting
spectacle. Politiciana of even the highest
grade became mere office-brokers, the coun-
try seethed with corruption, and every man
did his best to make hay while the sun
ghone. Economy, honor, honesty were onca
of some importance in this country, hut now

olitica were a mere scramble for offica.

he public service of the United States was
now wretchedly performed, and at a higher
rate than the service of any private corpora-
tion or mercantile house in the country.
There were, no doubt, men of the highest
character in the civil service, but they were
exceptions. How conld a modest, faithful
man be attracted by a competition of impu-
dence, not of integrity or capability? If the
civil service were placed on the same
footing as the army and navy, it
wonld become a mnational glory, not a
national shame, Only last year it had been
proved that & Congressman had sold, openly
sold, varions oflices, This was a revival of
the practice of political parties in the last
and worst days of ancient Rome, When
Rome was rotten then it was that her posts of
bonor and profit were put up to the highest
bidder. The evil of the policy of removal
from office for political reasons did not stop
with the Government. The same principle
bad been carried into other eorporations—
that is to say, the prineciple of employing
men for other reasons than competency and
honesty. If there were any man in the ruil-
way interest of the country who brought dis-
grace upon the American name, the Govern-
went itself had been his teacher. Mr, Cartis
closed by replying to the principal objections
against a reform in the present system, such
as that no standard of measuring men counld
be established, that the new proposed system
of life appointments wonld make a favored
and aristocratio class, and, further, that it
was borrowed from Europe,

The Upper Rhine formed a frontier depart- |

ment of France, and Alsace, which belonged
%o the German Empire till 1268, after passing
te the control of Austria, was finally annexed
te France by Lonis XIV in 1697, and the pro-
vinee is now the battle-field of Prussia. In
the west of this province are the chains of
the Vosges and Jura Mountains., These
streich in gloomy magnificence, and, with the
exception of tbefour Alsatian weavers, are
rarely penetrated, save by an adveuturous
hunter in pursnit of game. The chamois
here are sought by the sportsmen or pursued
by the wol?. who make this nimble-footed
eourser of the forest their chief subsistence,
save when, in descent upon some fertile or
cultivated spot in the plains, they extend
their forays to the sheep fold of the peasant,

Rarely, however, does the wolf make these
incursions nnless impelled by the stern dic-
$ates of hunger. This spurs the natural lazi-
ness of his disposition, and he then becomes
she most dangerous of ravenous animals, ex-
ercising all the sagacity of the fox, with an
insatiate rapacity that leads him in extremit
to prey u the carcass of his brother wolf,
The foetid odor of his body is so disagreeable
shat dogs will hardly attack him, and the flash
wefused to be eaten, even by the bloodhound
who pursyes bis trail.

An old hunter relates a night's experience
in the forest of the Vosges %whon the pre-
sence of these animals was more numerons
$han at the present time), and how, by an iu-
’:nlnu ruse, he defended himself and dogs

om the onset of a pack of these rapacious
beasts. Night had overtaken the hunter more
than a league and & half from the nearest
eivilized border. Accustomed to the bivouao,
ke did oot hesitate to spend the night in the
forest, relying upon the result of his day's
labors for a satisfactory meal, which, with a
buntsman's providential skill, was duly pre-

dog. The hunter had ensconced himself in
the fissure of a oaverned rook, and he folt
secure that he could be attacked from one
side only. Ho he prepared himself against
any surprise and, casting fresh wood upon
the fire, peered into the darkness, where the
dark forms with gleaming eyea revealed the
presence of his wolfish assajlants. ‘The huan-
ter felt that to make an open attack or even
forcibly resist assanlt wonld be a useless
| hope. He well knew that the brightness of
the fire wonld deter immediate assault. The
‘ only fear was thal, his supply of material
falling short, this method of defense would
be exhansted.

At last a bright thought snggested itself to
his hunter's experience, and knowing that the
nature of wolves was sometimes appalled by
the seraping of a violin, he drew from his
breast his flute and struck apon it the highest
keys in the londest notes.

The effect was as instantaneous as remark-
able. A rushing sonnd of flying fest sounded

[ accomipaniment to the notes of the flate, and
the rustling of *leaves in the distance died
away ns the ravenouns pack fled to the inner
recesson of the forest. The hunter slept uo
more that night, but vigilantly stood gnard
until the patrol of the moon had passed,
and the gleam of day assured bhim of present
safety.

BARNUM ON BUFFALO HUNTING.

A Trip to the Gront Weat,
I" U. Barnum and his party of ten friends

wl  went to Fort Hays, Kansas, nnder the
f1.- toes of the National Land Company, for
tl, . purpose of purchasing lands and enjoying

a buffalo hunt, have returned in safety., They
report having made a delightful trip, The
party represented some £4,000,000. Some
members of it invested 840,000 in cattle
raising and herding on the plains of Kansas
and Colorado, while others expended a larger
sum for land in both of these localities. Mr.
Barnum contributes to the Bridgeport Stan-
dard an interesting account of h‘is trip, from
which we make a few extraots: —

“‘At five o'clock next morning the tents
were struck, and we were moving rapidly in
our smbulances towards the Solomon river,
attended by the large cavaleade of soldiers,
outriders and the led cavalry horses, saddled,
equipped, and set apart for the use of our
party in the coming chase. We constantly
passed fresh buffalo oarcasses and ‘chips,’
thus indioating that the huge game which we
bad travelled eighteen hundred miles to en-
connter was near at hand. Presently we saw
three buffuloes quietly grazing some two
miles away to our night, but the scouts bore
| more to the left, as they felt confident of
| finding buffalo in large numbers in a ravine
| severil miles north of us, We had, however,
already travelled nearly twenty wmiles that
morning, when our chief seont was discovered
returning towards us on his high-mettled
charger at full speed. He gave us the signal
to halt. We obeyed orders, and in double.
quick time we were all on our fest. The
scout, in almost a whisper, announced that
about

FIFTY BUFFALOES

were just over the edge of the ravine, halfl a
mile north of us, and that donbtless there
were hundreds more a little forther west,
The blood tingled our finger ends, and seve-
ral flnshed faces indicated that their owners
were in a glow of excitement. Bat mot so
the military.

“ Fortunately,” he added, ‘they are at the
windward of us, hence with due cantion you
can approach them all the nearer, but when
they once discover you they will show a rate
of speed which will tax our fleetest horses to
the ntmost.’

ing our spurd into the horses’ sides the full
lepgth of the rowels, we soon began to gain
on the noble bovines. Dut we rode nearly
balf @ mile before the sharp crack of a oar-
bine announced that we were within firing
distance, The first shot simply served to
arrest the attention of a huge buifalo, threo
successive churges maddened hiw, and he
wide a few hasty steps towards one of our
riders, but a well-aimed ball hit his spine and
be fcll to his knees and soon toppled over.

“Meanwhile the herd seattered in every
direction, and each man selecting his animal
gave chase to him, The excitement was tre-
| mendous, Bome of our party were soon out
of sight of the others, and doubtless within
twenty minutes some of us were six or sight
miles apart. Firing was frequently heard at
nearly all points,

“Abount half an hour after the first attack,
Major Hale rode up to me and asked what
success I had met with.

‘I have killed one enormous baull and
belped to slay three others,’ I replied, ‘and
am satisfied, for it seems cruel and wicked to
murder large numbers of these huge beasts,
and meke no nseful disposition of them,'

‘‘Several of onr party riding up conoarred
in this sentiment, each man having slain his
animal, and some having k'lled two.

*Well, gentlemen,' said Major Hale, ‘if
you are satisfied, we will return to our ambu-

uees B8 soon a8 our men have secured for
each of you, for preservation, the head of an
animal that you have killed,'

THE RESULT OF THE ENCOUNTER.

**At the first count we thought our party
bad killed twelve or fourtesn buffaloes, but
at the lnel teking ‘socount of stock’ it was
found that twenty bad beon slain, Although

we prooeeded further to the west and saw
herds containing many hundrads of buffalo,
we simply gazed on them with wonder and
admiration, without feeling the least desire to
shed any more blood. We met several hunt-
ers that day who assured us that they had
seen herds of half a million of buffaloes a fow
miles west of us, but our ouriosity was satis-
fied, and we had no disposition to add twenty
miles of horseback ~iding to our day's work.
The buffalo bunt was indeed a great sensa-
tion, ntterly unlike any other we have ever
experienced, and our party is ananimons in
declaring that it far exceeded our fondest ex-
pectations.”
